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THK ArrERMATII OF LONDON 
Tht gioQmj* liasco of the council of foreign 
auni^ltr'; in London has presented two lacts 
which lire clc.irJy vlsiblL- ^vcti at a great dis- 
tance and throiiKli n veil ol secrecy: there 
must be a new attempt to reach agreement 
on peace terms; and before that attempt can 
even approach Euccess, the dirtcrences that 
split Ihe London meeting must be resolved. 

Whclhcr the next attempt l;i another for- 
eign ministers' conlerence, a Trumnn-Stalln- 
Attlcc meeting, or a tull-dress conference or 
the Utilled Nations depends on the big three. 
But the form Is less Important than the need 
lor a basic big three agreement. 

Much lias been made of the fact thiil Sec- 
retary Byrnes cnme to the recent upeucccss- 
ful meeting as an unprepared ■'amateur.' 
But It Is doubttul that an American delega- 
tlon armed with the most meticulously pre- 
pared protocol would have fared much bet' 
tor. For Mr. Molotov presented a hardheaded 
program based on a political and diplomatic 
philosophy that Is diametrically opposed to 
most Anglo-American beUefs. 

It Is clear that the Soviet union docs not 
believe In equal sovereignty: the Big Throi 
won the World war and so must dictate the 
world peace, without allowing the small na- 
tions a voice In their own destiny. 

The Russian government Is responsible to 
no one but Itself. It Is not elected, and It does 
not countenance serious domestic criticism 
of Its policies. This It obviously believes to bo 
a good method, hence Its Insistence on a wai: 
ol secrecy around the fateful Big Three dis- 
cussions. 

The Russian Interpretation of "democracy" 
Is quite dltlerent from the Anglo-American 
conception. The first test of the new "demo- 
cratic" governments of European countries 
within the Russian orbit has been their ac' 
ceptablllty to Russia, not to their own peo- 
ple. Major opposition there has been lumped 
together as "'fascist" and bloodle.wly purged, 
Talk of "free elections" has remained talk. 

All this does not necessarily mean that 
Russia Is traveling a cynical road toward 
world domination. Quite possibly the Russian 
government. In Its own eyes, Is acting fairly, 
Justly and democratically. The trouble is 
simply that Russia's whole course of action 
Is repugnant to the western democracies. 
And those democracies, whatever their faults, 
have had a longer, more peaceful and more 
successful experience In government of, by 
and for the people. 

And so there must Inevitably be a show- 
down. Perhaps the United Slates needs bet- 
ter preparation before the next peace meet- 
ing. But certainly this government will need 
to exercise Its strength and world prestige 
more vigorously. 

• We have three strong weapons In dollars, 
a great productive capacity and an atomic 
bomb. Russia wants some of the first, needs 
the help of the second and respects the third. 
Backed by these weapons, American states- 
men should be able to effect the compromise 
necessary to turn world events from their 
present dangerous course and toward recov- 
ery and peace.

The bulky literature on how to treat the re- 
turning veteran has recently been augmented 
by an analysis by Gen. Jacob Devers. He says, 
in effect, that servicemen will return to ci- 
vilian life In better .shape than when they 
left It, and that we should all avoid "cautious, 
Kindly and condescending attitudes" In deatr 
ing v.ith them. 

With all respect for this distinguished com- 
mander, It would appear that he has added 
just one more misleading generality te the 
general confusion on the subject. His sweep- 
ing assurance seems as over-slmplltlcd as the 
earlier, opposite prediction that every veteran 
was a potential or actual psychoneurotic. 

It should be apparent by now that service- 
men are not a race apart.

That Is not to say that 
there have been no changes. Some have been 
hijurcd physically or mentally or spiritually. 
Others ate emotionally unharmed. It's obvi- 
ously impossible to lump them Into a class. 
And slay-at-homes who try to do so, and at- 
tempt to mold their attitudes and behavior 
accordlDg to somebody's general prescription, 
wlU surely be doing a disservice to some vet- 
erans of their acquaintance.
